The 
Tacoma and Chester are in the river with 
150 marines from the American battleships 
aboard.

EXPERT WALLACE ALSO CRITICISED 


Ald. Charles E, Merriam yesterday charged 
that “the public interest has not been pro- 
tected " in the negotiations toward a settle- 
ment of the railway terminal problem. 

He presented to the city council, which 


met in the afternoon, a resolution calling for | 


a referendum provision in the pending Union 
Station ordinance. In supporting it he said 
that submitting the ordinance to the people 
was the only method by which their own 
protection could be assured. The council, 
however, by a vote of 38 to 22, blocked Mer- 
riam’s move for immediate action by refer- 
ring his resolution to the terminal committee. 


Attacks Expert Wallace. 

Ald. Merriam in his address said the view- 
point: of John F. Wallace, engineer for the 
railway terminals committee, was identical 
with that of the railroads. He branded Mr. 
Wallace’s defense of the city’s interests as 
the most feeble he ever saw. 

He emphasized the “ coincidence ’’ through 
which the engineer was in Chicago on the 
day the committee determined to seek his 
services. He applied the same term to an 
oral opinion given Mayor Harrison on the 
rostrum by Corporation Counsel Sexton. 
This remark brought about an encounter be- 
tween the alderman and Mr. Sexton that 
threatened for a time to become violent. 


Sexton Asks Personal Explanation. 

As soon as the council had adjourned, Sex- 
ton walked over to Merriam’s desk and 
wanted to know what the alderman meant by 
his statement during the meeting. 

“You referred to my appearance in the 
council as a particular or an unfortunate 
coincidence,” Mr. Sexton said. “ Did you 
mean, to insinuate I had some ulterior motive 
in being here? I was leaving my office and 
came to the council chamber on my way out, 
and told the mayor of the opinion I had writ- 
ten for him, and he told the eouncil.” 

‘‘Why did you bob in at that particular 
time?’ the alderman demanded. 

‘‘T came in as I have done very often,” Sex- 
ton said. ‘If you have something in mind, 
say it. Don’t insinuate. Give me a chance 
to answer.’’ 


Calls Insinuation Scurrilous. 

‘‘ You appeared at a particular time,’’ Mer- 
riam said, ‘‘ I stand by what I said.’’ 

‘*T consider your insinuation as scurrilous 
and unmanly,” shot back Sexton. 

“YT exercised my aldermanic privilege, 
which I intend to continue to do,”” Merriam 
returned. 

“Tt is unfair and unmanly to strike at me 
when I have no means of makingareply. I 
can’t talk on the council‘ floor.” 

‘“‘I only used my privilege. I strike whenlI 
see what I think is wrong.” 

‘Was there anything wrong in telling the 
mayor I had finished the opinion he wanted?” 
Mr. Sexton asked. | 


Puts Blame on Mayor. 

“Youfcame in and gave an opinion indi- 
rectly to the council which was intended to 
kill my resolution,’’ replied Merriam. 

‘‘T did not give it to the council. I gave it 
to the. mayor and I cannot help what he 
does,’’ said Sexton, | 

“It is unusual for a department head to 
pop into the council with oral opinions,’’ Mer- 
riam asserted. 

‘When the lake front matter was up you 
talkéd about Redfield and myself as partners 
in the law business when you knew we were 
not. 
to be investigated. I wish you wouldinvesti- 
gate and then state the facts. You cannot 
lay your finger on a single thing,” snapped 
Sexton. 


Rings In McInerney. 

“YT expressed my opinions of the facts 
and neither you, McInerney, or the mayor 
can prevent me——” 

“‘ Why bring in McInerney?” Sexton asked 
“Why connect me with him?’ 

“He made the same sort of talk to me 
once that you are now making,” replied 
Merriam. | 

‘“* Why be unfair?” urged Sexton. “ Why 
strike me when I have no opportunity to 
reply ?’’ 

“You pop in here like an errand boy and 
givé an oral opinion on a matter pending, ’ 
stated Merriam. | 

“I consider that you are unfair and un- 
manly to make such statements,’ Sexton 
said. ‘ Those insinuations are scurrilous."’ 


Merriam Makes His Plea. 
“During the council session and before his 
“ spat ’’ with Sexton, Ald. Merriam in speak- 
ing to his motion to suspend the rules, 
said the council was pledged to the 
referendum by its record, that there was 


no more reason for referring the resolu- | 


tion to the terminals committee than to the 
judiciary committee, and that it was not a 
terminal question but a question of policy. 

He was opposed by Ald. John Coughlin and 
Ald. E. F. Cullerton, the latter insisting the 
ordinance should have been reported out of 
committee months ago and that the refer- 
endum should be confined to the west side. 
Ald. Si Mayer and Ald. James Donahoe also 
demanded committee action. 


Merriam Brings Charges. 
Coughlin’s argument was that the effective- 
ness of the state public utilities law on Jan. 1 
would rob the council of authority In the sit-

PASTORS QUARREL 
OVER “ADVANCE” 


Congregational Ministers In- 
volved in Squabble Over 
Religious Weekly. 


EX-EDITOR STARTS IT. 


A fight in which grave charges and counter 
charges are made involving some of the most 
prominent Congregational ministers in Chi- 
cago became known yesterday. 

The Rey. J. J. Adams, for many years editor 
of the Advance, the weekly religious organ of 
the Congregational church in the west, pub- 
lished in Chicago, charged the present editors 
of the Advance with having unfairly put him 
out of the editorship, with securing control of 
the paper through false representations, and 
with laxity of religious teaching. 

The editors accused by Dr. Adams are the 
Rev. W. E. Barton, pastor of the First Con- 
gregational church, Oak Park; the Rev. 
Ozora 8. Davis, president of the Chicago The- 
ological seminary; the Rev. Frank G. Ward, 


professor in the Chicago Theological sem- 


inary, and the Rev. W. T. McElveen, pastor 
of the First Congregational church, Evans- 
ton. 


Editors “Come Back” at Adams. 

Yesterday in a four page supplement to the 
Advance the editors came back at Dr. Adams. 
They charged him with “ blackening the 
memory of a dead friend,” with “ violating 
his agreement to keep silence concerning the 
terms of sale of the Advance,” with “ paying 
himself while editor of the Advance two sal- 
aries, one as editor and one as business man- 
ager,’’ and in general with a ‘‘ bad temper,” 
‘* incompetence as a business manager,” and 
with making ‘‘an unblushing demand for 
salary during the entire time that he was 
trying to injure the paper.”’ 

“Dr. Adams charges that.the new board 
‘vyoted to change the policy of the paper,’ ”’ 
the new editors say inthe supplement. “If 
he means that it voted to throw out the quack 
advertisements, his statement is true, as 
there is no other vote to which his staternent 
can truthfully reply. 

‘*‘ He charges the new editors with planning 
to make the Advance less evangelical than it 
has been. The charge is without founda- 
tion. The editors, however, believe that 
this evangelical attitude can be maintained 
without bitterness, sarcasm, and unkind- 
ness. 


Shows Financial Ability. 

“Tn one respect Dr. Adams showed finan- 
cial ability of no mean order. During the 
summer and fall of 1912, when the Advance 
was gasping for breath, he paid himself two 
salaries, one as editor and one as business 
manager.”’ 

Dr. Adams charges that the new board of 
editors put through their plans of putting him 
out of office while he was suffering in the hos- 
pital last February as a result of a street car 
accident. 

‘‘ While the doctors had me tied down in bed 
the parties who now have the paper got con- 
trol,’ he said. ‘‘ As I approached recovery 
they notified me that I was not to return to 
the office as editor, and that I wae to be put 
off the board of directors, although I prob- 
ably had two or three times as much invested 
in the paper as any other individual.” 

The difficulties which have now reached the 
culmination began with the death by accident 
of Mr. Harrison, the former business man~ 
ager. Of this event Dr. Adams says: 


Had Paid Dividends. 

“ after the tragical death of the business 
manager of the Advance near the close of 
May last year it was discovered that some- 
thing. like $22,000 of the funds of the paper 
had been misappropriated and that bills and 
accounts to the same amount had been left 
unpaid. The startling discovery of the finan- 
cial embarrassment of the paper caused the 
directors of the company much surprise and 
anxiety, as the paper had been paying divi- 
a@ends to the stockholders.” 

To this statement the new editors reply: 

“Dr. Adams’ statement is discredited as a 


| whole because it is a violation of agreement.’ 


On Sept. 24, 1913, Dr. Adams sold his stock | 


in the Advance Publishing company with the 
agreement that at the time there was effected 
an amicable settlement of all differences. 

“While Dr. Adams was editor he was 
hounded by creditors, threatened by lawyers, 
and almost driven to distraction. During the 
long period he lived above a volcano, some- 
times smoldering, sometimes in violent erup- 
tion. 

‘‘ For the sake of the denomination, and not 
for our own enrichment, the new editors have 
assumed $32,000 of indebtedness which we 
had no share in creating, all of which was in- 
curred while Dr. Adams was editor. We 
have given of our salaries to reclaim the 
stock, and we want help and not criticism.” 


G. BERNARD SHAW BLUSHES: 


KISSED BY ANATOLE FRANCE. 


Gallic Greeting Disconcerts Irishman, 
Who Congratulates Frenchman on 
Address on Socialism. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Dec. 11.—George Bernard Shaw 
was shocked at a meeting of the Fabian so- 
ciety thisevening. He actually blushed. The 
occasion was when Anatole France, the 
French philosophic writer, clasped the 
austere playwright in his arms and imprinted 
a Gallic kiss on each cheek, : 

M. France delivered a lecture on the 
dangers of militarism and the uselessness 
of war. He advocated Socialism, saying he 
adopted that political creed ‘ because the 
Socialist is abused by fools and cowards.” 

Mr. Shaw, who presided, congratulated the 
French writer, whereupon M. France em- 
braced him in effusive fashion. The play- 
wright was taken by surprise, and his face 
assumed a rosy hue. 

Despite his embarrassment, Mr. Shaw soon 
recovered his customary equanimity and 
showed his pleasure at the greeting. 


LOSES $9,000 FARO WINNING. 


Visitor in Gary Beats Gamblers, but 
They Draw Out with All His 
Money. 


Gary, Ind., Dec. 11.—[Special.]—According 
to A. Cort and William Clee of Greencastle, 
Pa., and E. C. Simpson of the First National 
bank, one of Gary’s hotels has been housing 
this week three of the neatest faro swindlers 
in the country. 

Clee heard about the game and went around 
to trap the trio, taking with him $2,000. Luck 
was with him and he says he won $9,000, only 
to be told he could not collect his winnings 
or the $2,000, either. He dashed out for help, 
but before the police arrived the trio had 
left. 

Simpson verified the story of the departure 
of Clee with $2,000, but the police have been 
unable to find the swindlers. 


BURGLAR BRIDGES AREAWAY. 


Enters Residence on Plank Laid Be- 
tween Windows and Gets 
$500 Loot. 


A burglar last night broke into the vacant 

residence next to 3562 Grand boulevard, 
which is occupied by Mrs. John F. Finerty, 
widow of Col. Finerty. He found a window 
nearly opposite an open window in the Finer- 
ty house, bridged the eight foot gap with a 
plank and crawled across, escaping with $500 
in jewelry, mainly gifts to Mrs. Finerty from 
ther husband. The method of entrance was 
discovered on Mrs. Finerty’s return, prob- 
ably some time after the robbery. 


PLEADS FOR NERVOUS WOMAN. 


Attorney Says Any Lawyer Who Would 
Have Her Testify Should Be 
Disbarred, 


Indignantly declaring any lawyer who 
would allow a woman in a tense nervous state 
to testify should be disbarred, Attorney 
Bert D. Wing yesterday demanded a con- 
tinuance of the case brought by Mrs. Walde- 
mar Cronborg against her husband, assistant 
sales manager for A. A. Waterman & Co. 
He glared at the wife's attorney, William F. 
Propper, as he spoke. The continuance was 
granted, Wing insisting Mrs. Cronborg 
should be examined by a physician. The 
husband denies the charge of intoxication. 


“L” OWNERS HELD 
FOR MAN’S DEATH 


Oak Park Casualty “Due to 
Lack of Protection and 
Safety Devices.” 


GRAND JURY MAY ACT. 


The “owners and officials” of the Chi- 
cago and Oak Park Elevated railroad yes- 
terday were held to the grand jury as re- 
sponsible for the death a week ago of 
William H. Warner, a flagman on one of 
the crossings in Oak Park. A coroner’s jury 
found the casualty due to “‘ lack of proper 
protection and safety devices.’’ It was one 
of three fatal accidents in a period of a few 
days. Warner's successor was killed two 
days after he had started work. , 

It is the second finding of the sort this 
year. Last summer the officials of the Metro- 
politan “‘L”’ were held to the grand jury 
following a collision with an automobile, 
both passengers of which were killed. In 
that case, however. the driver of the car 
was an old man and there was a suspicion 
that he had missed the signal. At any rate 
no grand jury has reported an indictment, 


/ Samuel Insull Chief Official. 


The Oak Park “L” is in the hands of a 
receiver, Samuel Insull, president of the 
Commonwealth Edison company and an 
important figure in the traction matters of 
Chicago. The owner of the majority stock 
is the Chicago Elevated railways, a corpo- 
ration. 

The text of the jury’s report on Warner’s 
death said, in part: 

We exonerate from blame the train 
crew, who were running contrary to 
train rules, but under orders, and rec- 
ommend that the owners and officials of 
the Chicago and Oak Park Elevated 
railway, who are responsible for the un- 
safe condition of crossings where tracks 
are not elevated, be held to the grand 
jury for the death of William H. Warner, 


Two More Fatal. Accidents. 

The last ten days have witnessed a wave 
of casualties by the street car and elevat- 
ed lines with the Oak Park “LL” grade 
crossings contributing liberally. Last night 
within a space of a few blocks the Chicago 
Railways company cars caused two deaths. 
The car that ran down and mutilated a boy 
of 10 did not even pause. 

While thi&was going on Coroner Hoffman, 
founder of the new public safety commis- 
sion, was giving an address telling what the 
commission was doing to decrease the acci- 
dents by automobile and street car. He was 
startled at the news of the day’s fatalities. 

“That Oak Park line is an abomination,” 
the coroner said vehemently. ‘ The croes- 
ings, view of which is blocked on one side by 
the embankment of the Chicago and North- 
western tracks, are death traps. The whole 
system should be elevated.” | 

It develops Warner was killed by a wes: 
bound train traveling on the east bound 
tracks due to repair work. The night chief 
flagman asserts he told his subordinate of 
the change in tracking. 


Death Car Fails to Stop.

DELEGATION CALLS ON HARRISON

Matter Up in City Council. 

A resolution asking that the city council] 
request the resignation of Mr. Shoop was 
presented to the city council by Al. James 
H. Lawley. It follows: 

Whereas, In view of the fact that 
John D. Shoop was yesterday elected to 
a statutory office from which it is um 
derstood he cannot be legally removed; 

And, whereas, The mayor and people of 
Chicago have repeatedly gone on record 
in favor of continuing the distinguished 
educator, Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, at the 
head of the Chicago public school sye- 
tem: therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the city council of Chi- 
cago hereby joins the mothers, the heads 
of families, and the clubwomen of Chi- 
cago in requesting Mr. Shoop to resign 
the office of superintendent of schools, to 
the end that Mrs. Young may at once be 
reinstated. 

The resolution was referred to the schools 
committee, although Ald. Lawley urged its 
passage. The committee is expected to meet 
next Tuesday morning. 


Women Plan Massmeeting. 
Public spirited women planned a mass- 
meeting for tomorrow at 11 a. m. in the Au- 
ditorium, at which they expect to voice a 
mothers’ protest. They gathered in numer- 
ous informal and preliminary conferences 
during the day to discuss the situation and 


a meeting was held last night at the Woman's 


City club. 

Peter Reinberg, until Wednesday evening 
president of the school board, visited the 
mayor yesterday. 

“He told me he intended to accept the 
resignations of some of the members of the 
board,” said Mr. Reinberg. “I think he has 
the resignations of those members who were 
appointed the first year. Some of those 
whose resignations he has were among those 
voting for Mra. Young.” 

The early appointments were Henry W. 
Huttmann, Peter Reinberg, Dean W. T. 
Sumner, Harry A Lipsky, Mrs. John Mac- 
Mahon, and James B. Dibelka. 


Mayor Talks to Women. | 

Late in the afternoon a delegation of 
women went to see the mayor in the city 
hall. The delegation included Missa Jane 
Addams, Mrs. George Bass, Mrs. Charies 
Henrotin, and Mrs. Henry Solomon. 

As soon as Miss Addams and the other vis- 
itors had left the mayor's office the reporters 
were admitted. Mr, Harrison was asked to 
disclose what he had said to them. 

“TI didn’t tell them I would do much my- 


self,” he said, “ but that I would aid them ~ - 


in trying to fix things up—to get Mrs. Young 
back in her position. I think, personally, it 
is up to them.” 

“Did you tell them what steps you would 
take to aid them? ”’ 

“T would rather wait and see what the de- 
vyelopments are before I make any announce- 
ments. They will have to get Mrs. Young to 
reconsider her action, her expressed deter- 
mination not to reénter her old position. 
Second, they must in some way create a va- 
cancy. How that can be done I don’t know.” 


Question of Resignations. 

“Ys it true the resignations of the men 
opposed to Mrs. Young can’t be demanded?” 
was asked. 

“They can be demanded, but the question . 
is whether they can be obtained,” he re-— 
plied: “ The decision in the case of the 
Dunne board members was that they could | 
not be dismissed. I suppose they could be 
impeached if there were sufficient grounds 
for it, but I don’t know how the impeachment 
would be conducted. At any rate a vote com- 
trary to the public wish could not be taken 
as grounds for tmpeachment.” 

“The rumor is spread,” sald a reporter, 
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“that you have the resignations of some of 
the trustees in your hands.”’ 

“TY said to the women that I have a %ew of 
them; not all.”’ 


Holds Resignations of Six. 
‘* Are you considering using them?” was 
asked. 3 
“I am going over the situation in my own 
mind. 1 want to be sure we have the right 
men before action is taken. I have only six 
resignations, and those are of men appointed 
the frst year of my administration. There 
were seven, and from one of them, Dean 
Sumner, I have no resignation. 
*“* Now that he is criticising other members 
of the board my attention is called to the 
record of his attendance at board meetings.

It shows he was absent from twenty-four 


meetings and present at fourteen. What his 
record in committees is I don’t know, but 
this is a record I wouldn’t be proud of. If! 
had known how he was attending the meet- 
ings I would nof have appointed him.” 

“ Would you accept some of the six resig- 
nations you have if they were the men you 
consider guilty of underhanded methods? “is 

“That is a hypothetical question and I 
am not an expert witness. -But Ido consider 
the conduct of some of those men as under- 
handed. 


Says He Was on Record for Mrs. Young. 

‘I wrote letters to every one of the mem- 
bers asking him to vote for Mrs. Young. I 
wrote her telling of my position and I told 
gome newspaper men repeatedly aboug it. 
Every member I have spoken to in this room 
I have told of my wishes in the matter and 
‘with some of them I have argued the sub- 
ject. 

“1 doubt if some of them would have voted 


“as they did if the vote had been in the open, 


and I criticise as underhanded those who 
took advantage of secrecy to hide their votes. 
How can I make it any stronger?”’ 

“What do you think can be done about 
creating a vacancy?” 

“Tf think the position of superintendent 
of- schools is a statutory officer and the only 
way it can be vacated is by death, ouster pro- 
ceedings of some sort, or resignation. It 
looks to me as though it were up to Mr. Shoop 
to reBign, and I think the women are going to 
urge that upon him.” 


Supt. Shoop Talks. 

Bupt. Shoop indicated the mayor’s hint was 
merely one of the little matters which should 
be overlooked. 

“Do you consider the position given you 
an honor, considering the manner of your 
election?’’ Mr. Shoop was asked. 

“If I considered it a dishonor I would not 
have accepted it,’’ he replied. “‘ The position 
was not given me with my knowledge. I was 
not asked about it. I believe the vote on the 
second ballot gave me an honorable election 
to the position.”’ 

“Do you believe you can carry out your 
policies efficiently, considering the division 
of the board and the fact that the general 
public is unalterably opposed to the situation 
under the circumstances?’ 

“I should hardly anticipate such a ques- 
tion. I think we understand each other.” 

““Do you mean by * we’ the board of edu- 
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cation and yourself?” 
ae Yes.’’ 


_ Reticent as to His Policies. 

Mr. Shoop gave out little informat on onhis 
future policies. He would not give his stand 
on the sex hygiene matter, although some 
of the members of the board asked him 
about it. 

“I hope to bring a closer relationship be- 
tween the schools and commercial houses,” 
he said. “‘I want the school work to relate 
itself to the life activities into which the 
child will enter. 

“I believe in a more extended use of the 
schools by the public. I think they ought 
to be meeting places for more social cen- 
ters, for improvement organizations, and 
for all organizations formed for the pur- 
pose of advancing the interests of the neigh- 
borhood. I believe in the free use of schools 
to @ greater extent than at present. 

“I want’to say my first day has*teen a 
pleasure and a gratification. I have been 
busy accepting congratulations. There have 
been a large number of principals, district 
superifitendents, supervisors, and teachers, 
and I have had any number of telegrams 
and telephone messages.” 

Mr. Shoop’s first official act as superin- 
tendent was to visit the Jones school in re- 
gard to vocational work. He spent the rest 
of the day with visitors. Today he will move 
into the office vacated by Mrs. Young. - Yes- 
terday it was held down by office boys, who 
left the outer office to revel in the honor of 
sitting in the chair formerly occupied by the 
superintendent. 


LINEUP STIRS DEBATE. 

The reported lineup of the school board in 
the first secret ballot on Mrs. Young Wednes- 
day afternoon—a vote that stood 10 to6, with 
4 not votine—was disputed in one respect yes- 
terday. Trustee Michael Collins said he 
voted for Mrs. Young. 

“I notice in your issue of this morning,” 
Mr. Collins said. “that you have me listed as 
not voting in the secret ballot. I would like 
to have a correction made in connection with 
this, as I yoted in favor of Mrs. Young. The 
action of the board was an utter surprise to 
me.” 

Mrs. George Vosbrink, who was reported as 
voting for Mrs. Young, refused to confirm 
this. She said: 

“Iam sorry Mrs. Young was not reélected. 
How did I vote? Well, I would rather not 
say. I think Mr. Shoop is an able man and 
will make a good superintendent of schools.” 

Im all other respects the reported lineup 
of 10 to 10 stood undisputed. 


Reinberg Makes Statement. 

Peter Reinberg, who resigned as president, 
said: 

“I made a canvass of the board before the 
meeting, and all except a few members told 
me they would vote for Mrs. Young. I was 
overcame by the action of the board. The 
rules provide for a vote by ballot, and if I 
hed been able to force an open vote I would 
have done so.” 


Other members of the board. some of whom * 
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could not be reached Wednesday night, made 
these comments yesterday: 

Julius F. Smietanka—My actions in the 
board indicate my feelings and my loyalty 
to Mrs. Young. 

Henry W. Huttmann—I don't believe I had 
better say anything. I admire Mrs. Young 
and Mr. Shoop. I will not say how I voted. 

Charles O. Sethness—I voted for Mr. Shoop 
on the first ballot. I have heard nothing from 
the mayor today. Mr. Shoop knew nothing, 
so far as I know, of the plan to nominate 
him. 


Sonsteby Says There Was No Caucus. 

John J. Sonsteby—I have peid no attention 
to the statements that. Mayor Harrison be- 
lieved his wishes were betrayed by those 
who did not vote for Mrs. Young. I don't 
want to talk about that. I haven't heard 
anything from the mayor. There was no 
caucus or previous understanding. 

Harry A. Lipsky—I am sitting tight and 
letting the others do the talking. I have 
nothing to deny nor to affirm. 

Charles S. Peterson—I feel as I did yester- 
day, that the board made a great mistake. 
I voted for Mrs. Young both times. 
.Gertrude Howe Britton—I hardly see what 
good it will be to have any further confer- 
ences to get Mrs. Young back. The mayor 
and the people know how we who stood by 
her feel. | ia 

William Rothmann—I will not state how 
I voted. The purpose of the secret ballot, as 
I understand it, is to keep such information 
from the public. 

Jacob M. Loeb—I haven't a thing more to 
say. I did all I could to reélect Mrs. Young, 
giving »both my votes to her. 


Harding “Didn’t Consult Shoop.” 

John C. Harding—I did not say a word to 
Shoop about placing his name as a candi- 
date. I presume he was surprised when he 
heard of it. I don't want to talk about 
Mayor Harrison's statements. If I, have 
anything to say I want to say it on the floor 
of the board. 

Mrs. John MacMahon—I have not heard 
a thing today. I have remained at home, 1] 
telephoned to Mrs, Young’s Secretary just 
to let Mrs. Young know that Lam still living, 
The Catholic Woman’s league has a business 
meeting on Saturday and it would be an opr 
portune time to discuss the matter. 

Dr. Peter Clemenson—It was my vote that 
elected Shoop on the second ballot. I did not 
vote for him until Mrs. Young had positively 
refused to let her name go before the board. 

Thomas Kelly—I don’t care to say how I 
voted on the first ballot. If it had been open 
I would have voted for Mr. Shoop. No; I 
would not resign if the mayor asked me to. 
That matter has been fought out in the Su- 
preme court. I am in favor of Mr. Shoop. 
I believe we should have young blood in the 
schools.

Principals to Take Action. 


Mrs. Minnie M. Jamieson, principal of the 
A. A. Thorpe school, announced that a meet- 
ing of the Elia,Flagg Young club, composed 
of women principals of the public schools, 
will be held soon to voice protests against 
the enforced resignation of Mrs. Young. 

“The Ella Flagg Young club deplores the 
loss not only to the school board but to the 
world of one of the greatest educators,"’ said 
Mrs. Jamieson. ‘* Miss Nellie D. Snow, for- 
merly head of the domestic science depart- 
ment of the Chicago public schools, who has 
just returned from abroad, testified to the 
high regard in which Mrs. Young is held 
in Germany and England. At Munich, Dr. 
Drichestein, recognized as the foremost Ger- 
man educator, showed her his Bible in which 
many of Mrs. Young’s precepts were writ- 
ten. She is called there an educator with- 
out a peer.’’ 


Robins Writes Mrs. Young. 


Raymond Robins wrote a letter to Mrs, 
Young, saying: 

‘In this hour of a city’s humiliation I find 
it in my heart to write to you a word of 
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congratulation and good cheer. Noteven the 


wrong and loss to 400,000 children can quite 
shut out the sense of a great quickening of 
the mothers of the people tq follow fast 
upon the outrage of this afternoon. 

‘‘ Not in all your long and splendid service 
for the cause of education and the responsi- 
bility ‘of the women of Chicago for the wel- 
fare of the schools have you so advanced 
the democracy of womanhood as shall fol- 
low the reaction against this treason to the 
schools that culminated in the board of edu- 
cation. 

“Tonight I see the women of Chicago 
aroused, organized on the political field, and 
sweeping the pothouse politicians from con- 
trol of the schools forever. This great eman- 
cipation shall crowd your long years of wise 
and faithful leadership and be your final 
gift to the childhood of your city. 

“You need no word of mine. Yet as a 
citizen of Chicago I want to bear witness 
to the incomparable service you have given 
this city and its people.”

Dec. 11—A movement 
was begun here today by citizens and mem- 
bers of the city school board to get Mrs. Ella 
Flagg Young, former superintendent of 
schools in Chicago, to assume the same po- 
sition here. 

There has been a vacancy for some time, 
owing to the resignation of Carroll G. Pearse 
and the inability of the school board to de- 
cide on a successor. There have been sev- 
eral applicants for the position, but the talk 
has turned largely to Mrs. Young.

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WOMEN ARRANGE 
BIG MASSMEETING 


— 


Committee of Many Organiza- 
tions Plans Session at Audi- 
torium Theater. 


WILL APPEAL TO DUNNE. 


Extra Session Demanded in 
Order to Make School 


Board Elective. 


A committee meeting of representative 
Chicago women was cailed !ast night in the 
rooms of the Woman's City club in the Lake 
View building, 116 South Michigan avenue. 
The object, which was accomplished, was to 
plan a massmeeting of citizens at 11 o’clock 
tomorrow morning in the Auditorium theater 
to protest against the methods of the board 
of education in its recent election of a super- 
intendent of schools. 

Only a few women were expected, but it 
Was necessary for the committee to move 
three times to larger halls. Only standing 
room was available finally in the assembly 
room on the fifth floor. 

Praise of Mrs. Ella Flagg Young and her 
work frequently brought tears to the eyes of 
many women present. One white haired 
man, who said he was a pupil of Mrs. Young 
in the Brown school and represented un- 
officially the pupils and men of Chicago, 
caused tears to start afresh. The general 
atmosphere of the assembly wavered be- 
tween indignation and grief. 


Trustees Invited to Explain. 


A resolution was adopted during the meet- 
ing requesting the board of education to 
grant a public hearing and state the reasons 
for the selection by a secret ballot of a suc- 
cessor to Mrs. Young. 

Miss Margaret Haley of the Chicago 
Teachers’ federation made a stirring speech. 
She denounced William Rothmann as the 
prime instigator of the politicai coup against 
Mrs. Young. She recited the history of the 
political influences in the board of educa- 
tion and the successful stands Mrs. Young 
has made against them. At the conclusion 
she moved a committee draw up resolutions 
to be submitted at Saturday's mass meeting 
requesting Gov. Dunne to call a special ses- 
sion of the legislature to pass a law provid- 
ing for the election of séhool board members. 

Miss Haley's proposition was applauded 
and the following committee was selected to 
draw up the resolutions: Mrs. George Bass, 
chairman; Miss Anna Nicholes, Mrs. Har- 
riette Taylor Treadwell, Miss Kate Kellogg, 
Mrs. W. S. Hefferan, Mrs. Henry Solomon, 
and Dr. Lindsay Wynecoop.

There was an election without any discus- 
sion of the relative fitness of the candidates.” 


“Dumping Ground for Politics.” 


“ The school board has been made a dump- 

ing ground for politics,’ said Miss Haley. 
‘‘It has been an accident when a person has 
gotten on the board who is fit to assume the 
responsibilities of the office. I want to pro- 
test againsi the statement the Chicago 
Teachers’ federation was opposed to Mrs. 
Young’s policies. The federation backed 
Mrs. Young up in every proposition she ever 
made. 
_ “The man responsible for the dirty work of 
the other afternoon is William Rothmann. 
Mayor Harrison is reported to have said he 
has received the resignations of several mem- 
bers of the board. If he has not received the 
resignation of Rothmann, he has only the 
resignations of the ciphers and not of the 
prime instigator of all the political abuses.

DUNNE RETICENT ON SITUATION. 

At Springfield, when told of the demand for 
a special session of the leg:slature to take 
the control of the Chicago school board from 
the mayor, Gov.

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WAY CUT CITY EXPENSE. 


Proposal to Raise Rate .9 Mill 
Per Hlour Depends on En- 
cineer’s. Figures. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 
President Thon 
board was charged, in effect, yesterday with 
giding an attempted boost in electric rates 
for street lighting by the suppression of in- 
formation. More money for street lights 
poeans higner taxes. 

Trustees Pauilin and Clark made the ac- 
eusation indirectly by demanding that a 
report of E. Fenger, dated Jan. 31 last, “ be 
published in the minutes of the proceedings ”’ 
of the board. Fenger is a consulting elec- 
trical engineer. He investigated the cost 
of producing current by the district, and 
gnade a report to President Smyth. Fenger’s 
figure is said to be less than half that of E. 
B. Ellicott, electrical engineer of the dis- 
trict, and Ray Palmer, city electrician. The 
fmportance of the cost of the current lies in 
the fact that the district trustees have as- 
gerted they are willing to supply it at cost. 
Therefore, the value of the Fenger report. 
If the Fenger cost is correct, then the ma- 
jority trustees are attempting to charge the 
city over 100 per cent profit, instead of giving 
the current at cost. 


Fenger Estimate Lowest. 

In January Mr. Fenger is understood to 
have reported the cost at 3.35 mills per kilo- 
watt hour. 

In February Mr. Ellicott is alleged to have 
reported the cost at 3.39 mills on the same 
basis as Fenger, or at 3.6 mills delivered at 
the city substations. 

In October Mr. Palmer reported the cost 
at 7.67 mills delivered to the substations. 

In October Mr. Ellicott concurred in the 
figure of 7.67 mills. 

These calculations are all based upon the 
operating cost and income for 1912. 

In October Mr. Palmer and Mr. Ellicott 
estimate the cost in the near future at 8 
milis, 

In November the Commonwealth Edison 
company’s rate to the city was reported at 
7.7 mills. 


District Gets Five Mills. 

At present the district is under contract 
to supply current for 23,000 are lights at 5 
mills per kilowatt hour. The majority trus- 
tees have agreed to give the city current for 
1,000 more lights, provided the rate is in- 
creased to 5.9 mills per kilowatt hour for all 
of the 24,000 lights. If the city council sub- 
mits to this change in rates in a contract 
which has three years to run, then 11 per 
cent more taxes must be obtained to pay for 
the same amount of street lighting now re- 
ceived. If the report or Fenger had been 
made public it is improbable that the council 
would have considered the proposal. 


Smyth Denies Knowledge. 

When Trustee Paullin presented his resolu- 
tion yesterday President Smyth at once made 
denial of any knowledge of the Fenger re- 
port. 

“There is no such report in existence that 
I know of,” he said. “I have not seen it. It 
Was not given to me.”

Trustee Paullin, “ but I am quite sure that

AS PARK CHIEF 


Conflicting Explanations Are 
Given After One Day of 
Suppression. 


INCOMPETENCY CHARGED. 


Lincoln Commissioner Austrian 
Says Experienced Man Will 
Be Appointed. 


William C. Niesen,* who was appointed su- 
perintendent of Lincoln park in August, an- 
nounced his resignation yesterday. There 
was considerable variance in the statements 
of several of the commissioners as to the 
reason. Mr. Niesen’s explanation also dif- 
fered from that of some of the members. 

Niesen sent his resignation to the members 
of the Lincoln park commission at their 
meeting on Wednesday afternoon. 

When the report of the proceedings was 
given out no mention was made of the resig- 


nation Of Niesen. It became known yester- 
day, however. 


Says He Has New Job. 

“I resigned to take another position from 
Gov. Dunne,"’ Mr, Niesen said. “* He prom- 
ised me when I took the superintendency of 
the park to give me something better about 
the tirst of the year, and that position has 
come, I am not at liberty to make the ap- 
pointment public at this time, but it was 
considered when 1 was in Springfield day 
before yesterday. There was no friction with 
the members of the park commission and I 
believe my work has been ‘Up ‘to the stand- 
ard.’’ 

Leo Austrian, a member of the commission, 
said Niesen’s resignation was the result of 
incompetency to direct the affairs of the park. 

‘““Mr. Niesen, did not have the experience 
to manage a park as large as Lincoln, and 
that was mainly the reason for his resigna- 
tion,’’ Mr. Austrian said. 


President Denies Friction. 

‘It’s true Mr. Niesen has resigned,’’ Presi- 
dent O'Byrne said, “‘ but it was of his own 
volition. There was absolutely no friction. 
We haven't decided who to elect to his place.”’ 

Bernard Jung, another member, said he 
had heard of some little friction between 
Niesen and Commissioners Rice, O’Byrne, 
and Winston of the shore protection com- 
mittee, 

Gov. Dunne said in Springfield that he 
heard Niesen resigned because he was dis- 
satisfied with his salary. 

‘‘But I do not know of any state job that 
has been offered to him,’’ the governor added.

CALL NAVAL OFFICER ‘SLAVER’ | 


Federal Jury Looks Into Charges 
Against C. C. Christiansen. 


ARRESTED AT NORFOLK, VA. 
Said to Have Brought Girl from Bos- 
ton to Chicago. 


The federal grand jury yesterday took up 
an iffvestigation of an. alleged Mann act 
violation charged*against Carl C. Christen- 
sen, a petty officer in the United States navy. 
It was reported the grand jury voted an in- 
dictment against the sailor. He was arrested 
several days ago at the Norfolk naval sta- 


tion, where he is being held pending the 
arrival of,a copy of the indictment from 
Chicago. 


The case is regarded by federal officials as 
an ‘‘ aggravated "’ one and will be prosecuted 
under section 3 of the white slave traffic act, 
which provides a penalty for ‘ persuading, 
inducing, enticing, and coercing’’ women 
and girls to go from one state to another for 
immoral purposes. Christensen is charged 
with tra&isporting Edith Alm, 20 years old, 
from Boston to Chicago under a promise of 
marriage. 


Walks Street All Night. 

The girl, after spending several days with 
Christensen at Waukegan, fled from his com- 
pany, ¢ame to Chicago, and was rescued by 
officials of the Young Women’s Christian as- 
sociation, after walking the streets penni- 
less all night. Mrs. Wilhelmina Barr of 
the Y. W.C. A. reported the case to the gov- 
ernment, following which an investigation 
was made by Charles F. De Woody. 

Christensen became acquainted with the 
girl in Boston last summer, while he was 
stationed at the Charlestown naval yard 
there. He called at her home and wrote 
letters to her frequently promising mar- 
riage, she said. Later he was transférred to 
the naval training station at Lake Bluff. 
He wrote to the girl, she declares, urging her 
to come to Chicago, where the marriage 
ceremony could be performed. She finally 
consented and arrived in Chicago on Oct. 22. 

Christensen and Albert Gerke of Wauke- 
gan met her at the station and took her to 
Gerke's residence, where she stayed several 
days as the guest of Mrs. Gerke. Later 
Christensen took the girl to Schwartz's hotel 
in Waukegan and registered as husband and 
wife, she says. The girl, according to the 
government, objected strenuously to this 
proceeding unless a marriage ceremony were 
performed, and when the officer insisted on 
further delay, she broke open the door and 
fied from the hotel, returning to the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Gerke. 


Leaves Waukegan Secretly. 


She remained there until Oct. 29, receiving 


frequent calls from Christensen, who con- 
tinued evading and delaying to redeem his 
promise of marriage, according to the govern- 
ment. It was then she left secretly for Chi- 
cago and was rescued by the Y. W. C. A, 
Christensen, according to the government, 
learned of the girl's whereabouts and op 
Nov. 1 telephoned her at the Y. W. C. A. that 
he now was ready to marry her if she would 
leave the place and come with him. 

She did so and says she was taken tothe 
Morrison hotel, where Christensen registered 
as ‘Mr. and Mrs. Christie.’”’ That name, 
according to the government, is his nickname 
in the navy.

Redfield Denies Responsibility. 

Robert Redfield, special attorney for the 
1 nion Station company, issued a denial last 
night that either he or his clients had em- 
ployed Mr. McGuire.

‘| wish to deny, on behalf of the Penn- 
rylvania company, the Union Station com- 
pany, all of the other railroad companies 
interested therein, and myself the statement 
in an afternoon paper that they or I have 
engaged a detective to watch Mr. Wacker 
or any one else. 

“It is recognized that Mr. Wacker and 
the other gentlemen opposed to the terminal 
pians are animated by a sincere belief that 
the public welfare requires the adoption 


' of the position which they have taken. For 


Mr. Wacker in particular I feel the strong- 
est admiration. I know he is a man who 
as given largely of his time, money, and 
energy for the promotion’ of the public wel- 
fare and J respect him accordingly. My 
only differences with him have been differ- 
ences of opinion. 

“I cannot say too emphatically that no- 
body representing the railroad interests has 
ever entertained the slightest question of 
his entire integrity and honesty of purpose 
in the position he has taken.” 


Geiger Statement Recalled. 

With this elimination no suggestion has 
been made regarding the identity of the em- 
ployers of the devective. Ald. Geiger two 
days ago gave out a statement that he had 
been informed members of the citizens’ 
terminal committee had large options on 
property south of Twelfth street which 
might be involved ina terminal.

uation, and it was in answering this Mer- 
riam began his attack. 

“If these gentlemen intend to report in 
this ordinance and seek to jam it through 
the council, raw and unbaked as it is, that 
is something I cannot undefstand,”’ he said. 
‘Il favor a referendum because I do not see 
how else tne public interest can be pro- 
tected. It certainly has not been protected 
down to this hour. « 

‘It was not protected when the Pennsyl- 
vania ordinances were presented here mask- 
ing a plan for a new terminal, masking an 
elaborate plan for the vacation of streets 
and alleys. it was not protected when the 
terminals committee at one point determined 
to go ahead without expert advice. It was 
not protected when Mr. Wallace was left 
as the only expert. It is becoming more 
clear every day that the point of view of 
John F. Wallace is the point df view of the 
railroads. He has made the feeblest defense 
I have ever heard of the rights of the city. 


“Whole Procedure Raw.”’ 

“The vublic interest was not protected by 
the committee when citizens had to raise 
$25,000 to employ Mr. Arnold to réport on 
the situation. It was not protected when the 
committee announced it would go ahead 
without waiting for Mr. Arnold's report. 

“The whole procedure thus far has been 
raw, so raw that Mr. Redtield—brazen lobby- 
ist that he is—saw that things had gone too 
far and called a halt. 

“* Whether the city’s rights will be finally 
protected I don’t know, but I know thev 
have not been protected up to this time. I 
ask the council to decide here and now 
whether it favors the jamming tactics that 
have been pursued thus far or whether it 
will submit the question to the entire people 
whom !t vitally affects.” 


Easy to Get Ballot Place. 

Chairman Geiger of the terminals commit- 
tee asked how the ordinance could be put 
on the ballot and was told that only a descrip- 
tive ‘title need be printed. 

Ald. Sitts raised the question of when ac- 
tion would have to be taken and the mayor 
told him that petitions for referenda under 
the public opinion act would have to be pre- 
sented by Feb. 1, although questions might 
be submitted under the referendum act by 
order of the County court up to two or three 
weeks before the April election. 

Ald. T. K. Long tried to move that the 
whole discussion be postponed until an ordi- 
nance was before the council, but was ruled 
out of order. Then Mayor Harrison ad- 
vised the council the law department was 
considering whether the three proposed sub- 
way referenda would not exhaust the limit of 
propositions that could be submitted under 
the public opinion act.

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PLEAD FOR MERCY

Declare Parcel Post amd New 
Federal Rates Imperil 
Their Existence, 


NEW TARIFF FRIGHTENS, 
Ask State to Co-operate with 
Uncle Sam in Establishing 
Uniform Schedules. 


The railroad express companies are beg- 
ging for mercy. Between the parcel post, 
the interstate commerce commission, az! 
the independent rate regulations of the va- 
rious states of the union they say they are 
actually imperiled. P 

Officers and counsel for every big inter- 
state express company attended the conven- 
tion of the National Association of Railroad 
Commissioners at the Hotel La Salle yester- 
day to plead for “ fair play.” Railroad com- 
missioners from twenty-five states and rate 
experts of the interstate commehce commis- 
sion were delegates to the meeting. 

The particular point of contention is the 
proposed new block system express rates 
which go into effect on Feb. 1. 

W. A. Ryan, rate expert for the interstate 
commerce commission, announced that the 
new government express rate would be 
lower than the parcel post rate on all pack- 
ages over six pounds shipped more than 
150 miles. 

Reductions in Thirty-one States. 

This knowledge and tests made by the ex- 
press companies, which disclosed ‘that the 
new interstate tariffs would cause big reduc- 
tions in thirty-one states and increases in 
only fourteen caused their plea to the state 
officials to codperate with the interstate corm- 
merce commission in an effort to establish 
uniform schedules in all states. 

According to the express company figures 
the interstate rate, if applied to Illinois ship- 
ments within the state, would cause @ reduc- 
tion in the present intrastate express rate 
of 4.62 per cent. Indiana’s reduction is fig- 
ured at 7.59 and Wisconsin’s at 14.37. 

Minnesota and Iowa, however, are among 
the states in this vicinity that will suffer if 
the interstate rate is accepted as a basis 
for state tariffs. The express company fig 
ures forecast an increase in Minnesota of 


1.82, while in Iowa the increase is placed | 


at 16.64 per cent. 


It is this discrepancy in-the new govern- | 


ment schedule that caused some of the state 
commissioners to voice a protest against in- 


creases as loud as the express companies ; 
previously had protested against reductions 


when they were given a hearing by the in- 


terstate commerce. commission some weeks 


ago in Washington 
Defends New Tariffs. 


Mr. Ryan, however, asserted he could suc- 
cessfully defend the new tariffs against both 
complainants. He insistec the readjustment 
would be beneficial to the people as a whole. 
He conceded that in some instances the 100 
pound shipments would be higher under the 
new arrangement, but argued that the great 
mass of the people expressed only small 
packages and would not be affected by in- 
creases on the larger shipments. 

Others present estimated the new rates 


would decrease the earnings of the railroads 


by $26,000,000.

Attorney Harrison confessed the express 
companies would have much preferred the 


rates as they now are, but announced that 
i 


nasmuch. as the government had seen fit to 
revise the tariffs on a new zone and block 
system basis the companies had decided to 
make a test to see if the rates were compen- 
satory or confiscatory. 


Up to State Commissioner. 

“It rests with you, gentlemen, whether 
we remain in business or not,” he said, ad- 
dressing the state commissioners. ‘ We 
realize now the necessity of uniformity of 
action and cogperation. If you will arrange 
your state rates to conform to the interstate 
schedule we will make a fairest. If only a 
portion of the states act I think the com- 
panies still will be willing to make the test. 
At least I will strongly urge those I repre- 
sent to do so.” 

Mr. Harrison made a plea for the 100,000 
employés of express companies, and said 
they were entitled to some consideration. 
He intimated rather plainly that the com- 
panies might find it cheaper to discontinue 
business if the rate war continued. 

“The express companies,’’ he said, ‘*can 
only stand through complete codperation 
with the interstate commerce commission 
and the various state railroad and utility 
commissions. 

‘We face an uncertain future, a. future 
that may be filled with dangers, but we are 
hopeful of final beneficiat results. The pro- 
posed reduction of. many millions of dollars 
annually to our interests does not include re- 
ductions in our revenue caused by the parcel 
post. We believe there is room enough in the 
country for the express companies and the 
parcel post, and if the public wants both it 
must aid both as far as possible.”’ 

No definite plan of action was formulated 
after the all day discussion and it was de- 
cided to resume the conference at 9 o’clock 
this morning. 


Farm Products Direct. 

In order to recoup losses at least two of 
the express companies have inaugurated in 
Chicago a movement to deliver farm prod- 
ucts direct-to the consumer. It is conceded 
that the plan may ultimately wipe out the 
middleman and materially reduce the high 
cost of living. 

The Wells Fargo company also has encour- 
aged codperation among its employés, and 
they are receiving the Henefit of the direct 
shipments. A like spirit is being promoted 
among employés of large office buildings. 
Test shipments already have resulted in ma- 
terial reductions on butter and eggs. One 
employé has figured a saving of $1.52 on a 
week's home supplies.

City Hall Department Esti- 


mates Call for More than 
Appears in Sight. 


PARED BY CONTROLLER. 


Traeger Presents to Council the 
Framework Drafted for 
Annual Budget. 


Chicago is “‘shy’’ $5,000,000 of what it 
should have to run its municipal govern- 
ment efficiently, according to the city hall 
department estimates. 

In the frame work for the annual budget 
gubmitted to the council yesterday Controller 
Traeger predicted the city’s revenues for 
corporate purposes will amount to §$25,628,- 
582. The total of the estimates of the heads 
of departments asked $30,176,802 from this 
fund. 

By figuring a salvage of $501,672 the con- 
troller brought his own estimates of the de- 
partment needs to a balance with the ex- 
pected income; but there are pending before 
the council requests for increase, a number 
of them from union labor, which are expect- 
ed to make difficult the task of the finance 
committee in completing the budget.. 


Increases of Salaries. 

In his letter of transmittal Mr. Traeger 
said he had rejected all requests for in- 
creases in salary except those of men above 
the ranks in the police and fire depart- 
ments. These were given a 10 per cent in- 
crease to meet the raise given the privates 
on both forces last year. 

That is, all except the “ second in com- 


mand” found larger salaries scheduled for | 


‘ 
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them. Raises recommended by Chief Glea- | 
son for First Deputy Schuettler and Second | 


Deputy Funkhouser and Chief of Detectives 
Halpin were disapproved as was an increase 
for First Assistant Fire Marshal O’Connor 
proposed by Chief Seyferlich. 

But an inspection of the controller’s fiz- 
ures showed that a few increases here and 
a few there had escaped his blue “pencil. 
Some notable cases were in his own office. 
He approved a $5,000 salary for Deputy Con- 
troller Gosselin instead of the $4,500 he now 
receives, and he. indorsed requests for bet- 
ter compensation for four other of his chief 
assistants ranging from $400 to $1,000 in- 
creases, the total being $34,520 a year. 


Quinn Gets Two Increases. 

James A. Quinn, city oil inspector, had two 
increases for assistants approved and Chief 
Clerk Sullivan of the board of local improve- 
ments was awarded $3,600 instead of his 
present $3,000 a year. Jacob H. Prost, eu» 
perintendent of small parks, will get $8,000 a 
year instead of $2,500 if the finamce commit- 
tee ratifies Mr. Traeger’s figures. 

In the health department Mayor Harri- 

_§on's previous approval of an increase for 
Commissioner Young from $8,000 to $10,000 
is preserved, but the recommendations for 
increases for Deputy Commissioner Koehler, 
Dr. Heman K. Spaulding, chief of the bureau 
of contagious diseases, and other bureau 
heads were wiped out. 

From the standpoint of the creation of new 
posts approved by the controller the law de- 
partment took first pldce. Corporation 
Counsel Sexton was allowed one new assist- 
ent at $7,000, one at $3,600, and one at $1,500, 
City Prosecutor McInerney was given two 
additions to his office and received approval 
of a $500 increase for one assistant and of 

$400 for another. City Attorney Piotrowski 
was equally fortunate. 


Election Board Estimates, 

The board of election commissioners !In- 
cluded in its approved estimates six more in- 
vestigators of vote frauds at $1,200 a year. 

‘The increases in the police department will 
cost $134,000, but a request for 500 more pa- 
trolmen was turned down by the controller. 
The total appropriation for patrolmen’s sal- 
aries for next year is fixed as $4,491,933, or 
$55,067 less than this year.

BARS DAIRY COWS 
FROM 19 STATES 


Gov. Dunne Will Issue Procla- 
mation Today to Take 
Effect Immediately. 


RESULT OF LONG INQUIRY 


Prevalence of Tuberculosis the 
Cause; Does Not Touch Cat- 
tle for Slaughter. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Springfield, Ill., Dec. 11.—[Special. ]—IIl- 
nois tonight put up the bars against dairy 
cattle from nineteen specified states. The 
action follows the emphatic demand from 
the state live stock commission that none 
but cows, certified as free from bovine tu- 
berculosis shall be permitted to cross the 
state border, coming from the states under 
suspicion. 
Gov. Dunne prepared his. prohibitory proo- 
lamation today on advice of the live stock 
board and it will be issued tomorrow morn- 


ing. It has been sent to Attorney General 
Lucey for the opinion of that official as to 
form. 
States That Fee] Blow. 

The states ruled against, as set out in the 
executive proclamation, are: 
New York, Minnesota, 
Pennsylvania, Iowa, 
Virginia, Missouri, 
Weat Virginia, Arkansas, 
Kentucky, Oklahoma, 
Tennessee, North Dakota, 
Ohio, South Dakota, 
Indiana, Montana, 
Michigan, Texas.

Gov. Dunne said investigation made 
through the live stock commission has dem- 
onstrated that serious conditions are exist- 
ing, particularly in the vicinity of Chicago, 
necessitating the extreme measures taken 
by the issuance of the executive proclama- 
tion. 

The proclamation puts up no bars against 
cattle shipped into the state for immediate 
slaughter, but runs only against cattle im- 
ported for dairy purposes.

QUESTION MOTIVE OF PLAN. 


fuge to Halt Immigration. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—[Special.]— 
Arguments against the restriction of immi- 
gration by the proposed literacy test were 
submitted to the house immigration commit- 
tee today by a delegation of Chicagoans, in- 
cluding A. A. McCormick, president of the 
county board; N. L. Piotrowsky, Ald. Stahley 
8. Walkowiak, representing the Polish 
Roman Catholic union, and Leo S. Mallek, 
representing the Polish National alliance. 

“ This is not really a restriction measure,” 
Mr. McCormick said. “You say you are 
applying a literacy test to future citizens, 
yet every one of you knows that your inten- 
tion is to restrict immigration by a subter- 
fuge. 

“Why can’t you be on the level and say 
that you want to restrict immigration in 
order to prevent lowering the price of labor? 
A literacy test will not exclude undesira- 
bles, but it will exclude thousands of the 
most desirable citizens. Why, who would 
think of applying a literacy test to recruits 
to an army to defend our country? ” 

In response to questions Mr. McCormick 
said the literacy test would not dhut out 
anarchists and similar agitators, almost all 
of whom read and write. He added that he 


did not share the committee's fear of such 
agitators.

ALL METHODS DISCUSSED. 


Advocates of Certain Materials Find 
Worthy Opponents. 


[BY A STAFP. CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Philadelphia, Pa. Dec. 11.—[ Special. ]— 
Delegates to the annual convention of Amer- 
ican Road Builders today inspected the roads 
of Philadelphia county as guests of the city. 
Five hundred persons were in the party. 
; Fifty miles of roads were covered by auto- 
mobile this afternoon, 17.2 miles of which 
was the famous service highway built this 
year. This road is made of twenty-six differ- 
ent types of construction. 

Discussion of various methods of road con- 
struction took place at the morning session 
of the convention. Eleven short papers, each 
dealing with a different kind of paving ma- 
terial, were presented by experts represent- 
ing widely separated sections of the coun- 
try, and each recommendation found cham- 
pions and opponents. 


Engineer White Presents Paper.. 

“ Bituminous, mecadam, and concrete,” 
was discussed by Linn White, chief engineer 
of park commissioners of Chicago. The tech- 
nical discussion on this paper was lied by 
Prof. Arthur H. Blanchard of the engineer- 
Ing department of Columbia university. 
Other papers discussed the merits of earth 
roads, sand clay, gravel, concrete, brick, 
wood, and asphalt blocks, water bound mac- 
adam, sheet asphalt, and granite blocks as 
road building materials. 
Old fashioned water bound macadam roads, 
the type in most general use throughout the 
country at present, found an advocatein J. 
W. Hunter, first deputy commissioner of the 
state highway department of Pennsylvania. 
Sand clay roads, another type bullt at little 
cost and found to have given good service in 
the south, were described by Dr. Pratt, state 
geologist of North Carolina. 


Presents Commercial Features, 
Details of the commercial features of road 
building were presented in a paper on “ Unit 
Price and Lump Sum Contracts,” read by H. 
C. Hill, a contractor, of Meriden, Conn. J. 
J. Ryan of the New York Road Builders’ as- 
sociation, J. T. Gephart Jr., assistant engi- 
neer of the state highway department of 
Pennsylvania, and others commented on the 
subject. 
The convention will end tomorrow night 
with a banquet. The attendance has been 
greater than at any time in previous con- 
gresses and an immense volume of business 
has been reported at the various exhibition 
pooths. The selection of the next convention 
place will be decided tomorrow.

JUSTIFIES HIGHER RATES 


Speaks at Convention of National 
Civic Federation in New 


York City. 


New York, Dec, 11.—The project of govern- 
ment railroad ownership in the United States 
was condemned by President Seth Low of 
the National Civic federation in his address 
today opening the fourteenth annual meet- 
ing of that organization. 

Mr. Low was chairman of.the federal board 
which recently decided the controversy over 
wages between the eastern railroads and 
their conductors and trainmen. 


Sees Emplayes Better Off. 

“ The considerations satisfy me," he said, 
“ that the railroad employés are not only bet- 
ter off now under the private administra- 
tion of railroads, than they would be likely 
to be under public administration; but also 
that, under existing conditions, they can 
hope for a betterment in pay and rules of 
which it would be vastly harder 
to realize from a federal government con- 
stituted like ours.”’ 
Mr. Low said that the actual situation of 
the railroads at the moment seemed to him 
so serious that “if this application for an 
increase of freight rates is declined I fear 
that the impulse that will be given to the 
demand for public ownership and operation 
will be inevitably strengthened.”’

Adj. Gen. Dickson Holds It 
Impossible to Comply with 
War Circular. | 


CHANGES TO BE. MADE. 


Gov. Dunne Will Abolish Divi- 
sion and Reorganize Guard as 
Government Requires.

Springfield, Ill., Dec. 11.—[{Special.]—AdjJt. 
Gen. Frank B. Dickson, replying today tothe 
question: put to him yesterday by Gov. E. F, 
Dunne, answered that it will be legally and 
physically impossible to increase the strength 
of the Illinois National Guard to the minimum 
required for an organized division as pre- 
scribed by “ Circular 8” of the war depa*t- 
ment. . , 

Gov. Dunne thereupon let it become known 
that an executive order will be issue shortly. 
abolishing the division, as such, ana making 
changes in the organization of the military 
forces as will be required by the war depart- 
ment, effective on Jan. 1. 

Adjt. Gen. Dickson, at Gov. Dunne’s direc- 
tion, departed tonight for Washington to 
consult with the war department over the 
reorganization contemplated. 


Gist of Dickson Reply. 

Adjt. Gen, Dickson, in his reply to Gov. 
Dunne, held: : 

“1. It would be legally impossible to in- 
crease the existent organization to meet the 
required strength with affirmative action on 
the part of our general assemv!y 


“2, From a financial viewpoint the meain-. 


tenance of additional organization such as is 
required to conform with ‘ Circular 8,’ would 
be impossible wi hout materially sacr-ascd 
appropriations by the general assembiy and 
certainly could not be maintainei within the 
present appropriation and .n the absence of 
the indicated increase. 

“3. Candid answer to your iaquiry aiso 
ocmpels me to question certainly the present 
possibility, and I believe, the possibility 
within the time limit of organization of the 
additional force required. Our reeords show 
that it is with the greates: difficulty that 
our present organization is ab'e2 t» secure 
sufficient enlistments to mect the mirimum 
requirement of the war departm?rt for par- 
ticipation in federal funds.’’

SIR LIONEL PHILLIPS SHOT 


South African Mining Operator 
Wounded Twice by Merchant. 


HAS A CHANCE TO RECOVER. 


Assailant Unsuccessful in Litigation 
with the Rand Mines. |

[By CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa, Dec. 11. 
—Sir Lionel Phillips, the leading gold mining 
operator in South Africa, who took part in 
the Jameson raid and was sentenced to 
death at Pretoria, was attacked today as 
he was walking in Commissioner street by 
a Dutch storekeeper named Nissum, who 


fired three shots from a revolver, two of the [ 


bullets lodging in Sir Lionel’s body. 7 
Nissum tried to kill himself but was dis- 
armed and arrested. He said he was\the 
victim of a plot of mine owners, who, he 
said, had ruined him. \ 
One of the bullets struck Sir Lionel Phil- 
lips below the breast and the other in his 
neck. The physicians, while admitting he is 
in a serious condition, say there is hope for 
his recovery. They believe one bullet lodged 
in his liver but the X-rays will-not be used 
until the patient has slept for some hours. 


Assailant Seized After Firing. 

Sir Lionel was on his way to the Rand club 
for luncheon when Nissum ran from a side 
street and fired point blank when he got 
close to his victim. Passersby dashed at 
the man, but he dodged them and’ fired 
again. This bullet entered the mine owner's 
body. As the assailant was seized he turned 
the revolver on himself and fired. The shot 
went wild. 

Meanwhile a large crowd gathered and 
threatened to lynch Nissum. Assistant Mag- 
istrate Jordan, who arrived at that mo- 
ment, grabbed Nissum, hustled him into a 
taxicab, and drove to the police station. 

On his way to the station he talked unre- 
strainedly. He said a Russian employed by 
a storekeeper at the Ferreira mine had told 
him the mine owners had been responsible 
for the loss of a suit brought by Nissum. 

*“*I don’t see why they should live if Iam 
not allowed to live,’’ he added. 


Loses Capital in Litigation. 

Nissym has long been in litigation with the 
Rand mines in an effort to recover money 
which he alleges is due to him, and lost all 
his capital in the litigation. When he was 
charged with attempt at murder, he said to 
the police: 

“Let's have that revolver and I'll save 
you the trouble of hanging me.”

ON POLICY LIENS 


Life Insurance Presidents’ 
Congress Hears of Heavy 
Mortgage Increase. 


NEED GROUP PROTECTION 


Fleecing of Beneficiaries by 
Fraud Schemes Has Dele- 
gates’ Attention. 


New York, Dec. 11.—Steps to stem the rapid 
increase in the mortgaging of life insurance 
policies by policy holders throughout the 
country are being considered by the Associa- 
tion of Life Insurance Presidents, 
ogened its seventh annual convention here 
today. About three-fourths of the insurance 
in force in American companies is represented 
by the executives in attendance, 

More than $550,000,000 have been borrowed 
by the policy holders from the reserve funds, 
which amount to about $3,500,000,000. 


Loan Suggestion Considered. 

One suggestion submitted to the conven- 
tion today is that loans on policies should 
be made with a promise to pay at a definite 
time. At present about only one loan in ten 
is repaid, the result being that the insurance 
protection is permanently reduced in the ma- 
jority of instances where loans are made. 

Figures presented to the convention showed 
that mortgages on policies had increased 
from 3% per cent of the reserves in 1888 to 
16 per cent in 1912, and probably will reach 
18 per cent this year. 

Longer life for policy holders is one of the 
planks in the convention. There was much 
discussion today as to ways of eliminating 
preventable diseases and lowering the mor- 
tality rate. 

The delegates discussed various other sub- 
jects all under the head of ‘“ Response of 


Needs.”’ 

Characterizing group insurance as a phase 
of the economic and socia: tendencies.of the 
day for just r-lations between employer and 
employed, President W. A. Day of the Equit- 
able Life Assurance Society said this new 
form of insurance has the double function of 
protecting families of the employed and re- 
warding efficient and persistent service. 


Beneficiaries Poor Managers. 

Following up pitiful reports that are made 
every day to insurance men of the loss or 
dissipation of insurance funds paid over to 
widows, orphans, and other beneficiaries the 
convention discussed methods to conserve 
these funds for the purposes the policy hold- 
ers had in mind. , 

The situation grows in part out of the fact 
that the average policy holder usually leaves 
his family a lump sum of insurance which, 
when invested safely, returns an annual 
income far less than that which was provid- 
ed while he was alive. Hence, inexperienced 
beneficiaries, looking for larger returns than 
normally could be received, often lose this 
money through the operations of get rich 
quick promoters.

TAFT SAYS MONROE DOCTRINE 
SHOULD BE ENFORCED RIGIDLY. 


New York Peace Society Hears Criticism 
of Roosevelt on His Relations with 
Latin-America. 

New York, Dec. 11.—‘‘ We cannot be too 
careful to avoid forcing our own ideas of 
government on peoples who, though favoring 
popular government, have such different 
ideas as to what constitutes it,”’ declared 
William Howard Taft tonight in a lecture on 
“The Monroe Doctrine” before the New 
York Peace society. 

The former president asserted the Monroe 
doctrine should be continued in full force, 
despite the hostility to it expressed in some 
quarters. 

Mr. Taft alluded to criticism of the applica- 
tion of the doctrine as leading to “ inter- 
meddling by our government in the politics 
of the smaller countries like San Domingo 
and the Central American republics, and 
that we are exercising a protectorate of a 
direct character over some of them.” 

“ What we are doing with respect to them,” 
he said, “is in the interest of civilization, 
and we ought to do it to aid our neighbor- 
ing governments, whether the Monroe doc- 
trine prevails or not.” 

Mr. Taft alluded to Theodore Roosevelt's 
visit to South American countries and said 
he was giad to see that Mr. Roosevelt had 
sought to impress them with the view of the 
Monroe doctrine that the speaker had ex- 
pressed. 

“ Indeed,” continued Mr. Taft, “ he would 
have helped them and us, too, far more if 
he had confined his teachings and lectures 
to explanations and limitations of the Mon- 
roe doctrine and had not sought to destroy 
the independence of the judiciary and de- 
moralize the sense of justice in two conti- 
nents.”

Mr. Lewis has stated repeatedly that 
he would follow the recommendations of the 
governor in regard to federal patronage. 
Since the arrival of Mr. Sullivan, however. 
the senator has shaded this attitude a bit. 
He now says he is for Durkin unless the gov- 
ernor declares him objectionable. 

Although Mr. Pindell, whose nomination 
for ambassador to Russia is pending in the 
senate, and Representative Stone of Peoria 
are at outs over the collectorship, Stone is 
supporting the editor for the diplomatic ap- 
pointment.

DELEGATE PLAN 
OF REPUBLICANS 


Propose to War on Scheme to 
Reduce Representation in 
National Convention. 


OPEN STRIFE NEXT TUESDAY 


Will Assert Stand at Committee 
Meeting and Asks the Small 
Northern States to Help. 


FEAR LOSS OF POLITICAL JOBS 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN, 

Washington, D: C., Dec. 11.—{Special.]}— 
There promises to be rebellion at the meeting 
of the Republican national committee next 
Tuesday. 

A majority of the committeemen from the 
southern state propose to codperate with 
their colleagues of the smaller northern and 
western states for the purpose of attempting 
to defeat the resolution to be offered for 
an extraordinary Republican National con- 
vention next year to revise the rule with 
reference to representation in future presi- 
dential conventions. 

There will be discussed not only the ques- 
tion of the apportionment of delegates’ but 
the effect of the adoption of presidential 
preference primaries which in all probability 
will be provided for before the next presi- 
dential campaign takes place. 


Reform of Rule Means Defeat. 

Indeed, the prospect of presidential pri- 
mary legislation is almost taking the wind out 
of the sails of those who are striving to 
regenerate the Republican party through the 
reform of its rules. 

Southern committeemen are arguing that te 
revise. the rules is to confess guilt in con- 
nection with the procedure which brought 
about the renomination of President Taft. 
Such a confession, they hold, would be re- 
garded as ‘‘ the capstone on the monument 
over the Republican grave."’ , 

In their view it would be far wiser to let 
matters drift, to attempt to secure recogni- 
tion of state lines in the proposel primary 
legislation, and then to elect delegates in 
accordance with the new laws. A party 
convention assembled under such conditioas, 
they claim, would be looked upon In an en- 
tirely different light from that which would 
be held even under rules in the shaping of 
which the men denounced by tho people for 
what took place in Chicago last year would 
have considerable influence. 


Fear Loss of Good Jobs. 

What the southerners chiefly are con- 
cerned about is the reduction of the repree 
sentation of their selection in future conven- 
tions. In the past, they have been held in 
the hollow of the Republican presidential 
hand. Their support has been purchased 
usually with jobs and frequently with money. 

Naturally they do not want to lose the 

opportunity for these valuable considera- 
tions, and they realize it will be gone if a 
convention should be called for the pur- 
pose of terminating the existing dispropor- 
tion in representation, 
The national committee comprises fifty- 
three members. It isthe expectation of those 
opposed to the convention plan that the 
south and the territories will furnish at least 
twenty votes against any such resolution 
that may be presented and that seven addi- 
tional votes will be secured from states of 
the size of Maryland, Delaware, and Rhode 
Island. 


Believed Reduction Will Prevail. 
The chances are, however, that the men 
who will urge the convention idea will be 
successful. It is not probable they will be 
able to force the committee to adopt recom- 
mendations with reference to the reduction 
in representation and the southern commit- 
teemen even are hopeful of securing the ap- 
proval of a resolution which will take inte 
account their condition and which will be 
referred to the convention as the official 
word of the men actually representing the 
party. 

Once the question of calling the extraordi- 
nary convention is determined, the national 
committee will have to devise the means for 
the selection of the delegates who will repre- 
sent the voters. This promises to bea knotty 
issue. In states which have presidential 
primaries, the law does not take account of 
an extraordinary convention and makes no 
provision for the election of dele~ates or 
the payment of the expenses of their elec- 
tion. In such states it is probable that mass 
meetings will be called to name delegates. 


Legal Question Is Raised. 

Then the question arises: Will these dele- 
gates really represent the Republican voters 
and are they empowered to bespeak their 
convictions and express their will? 
In states where the convention system is 
in force, the same question, to sore extent, 
will develop, for there will be no legal way 
to elect delegates. Here-again mass meet- 
ings must be held. 
Nor will this end the troubles which the 
men who seek to guide the destinies of the 
Republican party foresee. Illinois, Nebras- 
ka, Wisconsin, Oregon, and other states have 
laws for primary elections, These elections 
must be held every fourth year and call for 
the naming of four delegates at large and 
two delegates in each congressional district. 
Can the extraordinary Republican conven- 
tion give a representation to those states in 
conflict with the law? 

Altogether the meeting of the Republican 
committee furnishes little prospect of ende 
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ing the discord in the Republican party, 
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TICHCOCK LEADS 
CURRENCY ATTACK 


Final Assault on Detailed 
Provisions Begun at 
Night Session. 


AIM. AT FEWER BANKS. 


Burton Occupies Greater Part of 
Day Arguing for Cen- 
tral Reserve. 


Washington, D. ©., Dec. 11.—The final as- 
sault on the detailed provisions of the admin- 
ggtration currency bill was begun in the 
genate tonight, Senator Hitchcock of Ne- 


praska leading the attack. 

Senator Hitchcock began the presentation 
of his amendments to the bill, declaring in 
a dramatic speech that he declined to con- 
gider the measure completed by the Demo- 
cratic caucus as unalterable. 

Senator Hitchcock quoted from President 
Wilson's book, ‘““The New Freedom,” to 
ghow that the president was on record 
against caucus and committee legislation and 
was in favor of the consideration of reform 
fmeasures “‘in the full light of publicity.”’ 


Denies Filibuster Plan. 

“tT have no purpose to delay the consid- 
eration of this bill,’’ Senator Hitchcock said. 
* But I deplore the tendency of senators on 
both sides of this chamber to regard this 
pill as foreclosed to amendment by the action 
ef the Democrati¢é caucus. The president 
has proclaimed time and again that discus- 
gion in public was above all things the most 
jmportant consideration in legislation.” 

Senator Gallinger, the Republican leader, 
guggested that the president had approved 
of the caucus on the tariff bill and had also 
approved the. caucus on the currency bill. 

“t doubt that,’’ Senator Hitchock said 
emphatically. “‘I. shall not believe until I 
hear the votes cast here that men who have 
assured me that they would not be bound 
against their convictions by any caucus will 
gtultify themselves and come in here to vote 
against the things in which they believe.” 


Asks Fewer Regional Banks. 

The Hitchcock amendment to Section 2 
of the bill provides for the organization 
of four regional reserve banks instead of 
eight or twelve and for the sale of the stock 
in the regional banks by public subscrip- 
tion underwritten by the banks. 

Senator Burton of Ohio occupied the great- 
er part of today’s session with an argument 
favoring a great central bank as against 
the regional bank plan. 


IN THE BOSTON STOCK MARKET.

Issue Declines to 6734, Lowest 
Record Price, but the 
Close Is at 687%. 


EFFECT IS 


DISCOUNTED. 


Backward Progress of Shares in 
Last Few Months Soft- 
ens Blow. 


New York, Dec. 11.~In view of the fact 
that suspension of New Haven dividends 
had not been generally looked for, it was the 
opinion of traders that the stock and the 
market as a whole made a fairly good show- 
ing today. New Haven’s extreme decline 
was 5% points to 67%, the lowest price on 
record. It closed at 68%. 

Excitement was greatest at the opening of 
the market, when 5,000 shares changed hands 
at the wide range of 69% to 68, indicating 
that much of the stock then sold was offered 
“at the market,” or for what it would bring. 


Effect of Blow Discounted. 

Relegation to the nondividend paying class 
of a stock for many years a prime favorite 
of investors put the market to a severe test. 
The blow was softened by the fact that dis- 
‘lodgment of New Haven from its former 
“high position had been in progress a long 
time. 

It was a foregone conclusion that divi- 
dends would not be continued on the 6 per 
cent basis, but the most common prediction 
was that payments would go on ata lower 
rate. The stock market, therefore, was 
called upon to absorb heavy sales of New 


-Haven from disappointed investors. 


Comment by Railroader. 

Chicago, Dec, 11.—[ Editor of The Tribune.]} 
~It is not necessary to delve into any mys- 
teries of management to account for the 
plight of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad necessitating the passing 
of its quarterly dividends. To begin with, the 
dividends paid during the fiscal years 1912 
and 1913 were not fully earned. 

By reason of a slight reduction in the av- 
erage freight rate for 1918 the receipts from 
freight were over $600,000 less than they 
would have been had the 1912 rate prevailed. 
The pay roll for 1918 was swelled by nearly 
$700,000 to meet wage advances effective be- 
fore the recent increase of 7 per cent in train- 
men's wages, which adds over $300,000 to the 
pay roll. President Elliott has estimated 
that the reduction in express rates costs the 
New Havén $400,000 a year, and that the re- 
duction in commutation rates ordered by the 
New York public service commission amounts 
to $250,000 more. 

Thus in these five items alone the road has 
suffered a loss of revenue or an increase of 
expenses aggregating $2,250,000 a year, which 
would go far to paying a 5 per cent dividend 
on that portion of the New Haven’s capital 
stock not taken care of by dividends from 
intercorporate investments. RAILROADER.
